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Sellinq Liqlor to Soldieks.— It is im- 
portant that al tavern and rp..-taurant keep- 
ers should know tlie requirements of the act 
which was passed by the Legislature at iU 
late sessior., and is now a law in full force. 
The act makes it unlawful for any person to 
sell to any officer or soldier, within five miles 
of any military camp, any spirituous liquor, 
under penalty of a fine not less than ten nor 
more than one hundred dollars for every of- 
fense. Any commissioned officer of a camp 
may have an oftender against this act ar- 
re.sted and carried before a justice of the 
pence, who shpll, as a court of inquiry, hold 
the party arrested to bail, to answer before 
the circuit court or discharge him as the proof 
may require. The provisions of the act do 
not of course prevent the purchase of liquor 
by the medical department of the army.

"The number of sugar mills in this city and 
vicinity has greatly increased since la.'t sea- 
son, and all of thoni, with one or two excep- 
tions, are now in full operation anddoinggood 
business; but unless they are kept in operatinn 
night and day, they rannot work up all the 
cane that has been grown before tho frosty 
season will commence.

Tho General Assembly of the Common- 
monwcalth of Kentucky, al its late setsion, 
passed the following act : 

CUAPTKR 188. 
An act io prohibit the sale or gift of inioxiva- 
iing liquors to ojficfrs or solUUrs, 

i 1. Be it enacted by the (Jeneral Assembly 
of the (.'miimoTiicealth of Kentucky. That it 
shall be unlawful for any one to sell to any 
officer or soldier any intoxicating liquor with- 
in live miles of any militarj- camp ; and if 
any person shall, within five miles of any 
military camp, sell any intoxicating liquor to 
any officer or soldier, he shall be lined in a 
sum not less than ten nor more than one hun- 
dred dollar.s for every such oflense. Any 
commissioned officer of a camp may have an 
oftender against this act arrested and carried 
before a- justice of the peace, who shall, as a 
court of inquiry, hold the party arrested to bail 
to answer before the circuit court, ordischargo 
him, as the proof may require: Provitled, 
That nothing in this act sliall prevent the

Exciting News from Wkstkrn Vir- 
ginia — Reported Defeat of Fkdkral 
Cavai.kv. — The Wheeling Intelligencer of 
the 18th inst., has seme exciting news from 
counties in Western Virginia between our 
army and the Ohio river. The Intelligencer 
says : 

" Governor Pierpoat, yesterday received a 
dispatch from Mr. Van Winkle, of Parkers- 
h irg, announcing that the rebels had made 
ih 'ir appearance in AVirt and Gilmer coun- 
ties in great numbers, and were carrying on 
to the perfect terror of the inhabitants. It 
was reported that they had attacked Captain 
Hill s cavalry company, stationed at Eliza- 
bcthtown, and complet'^ly cut them to pieces, 
and were threatening Parkersliurg. 

"This dispatch is certainly from a very re- 
liable source, and is entitled to the fullest 
credit. It is known that an unusual number 
of rebels have recently appeared in Wirt, 
Gilmer, and Calhoun counties, and many 
'Union men have been murdered. The rebel 
forces are not natives of the counties named, 
but are regularly organized bands, doubtless 
from Floyd's army. " 



8@"Tho Owingsvillo correspondent of thi 
Louisville Democrat says : 

"Gen. Nelson is moving on towards Pres- 
tonsburg with about 7,000 men, and in a few 
days at the furthest the rebiOs will have to 
fight or retreat, and I think it more than proba- 
ble that they will accept of the latter horn of 
the dilemma, because, if reports are correct, 
thev are but poorly armed aiftl have only about 
6,060men.

"In August, 1845, Hon. William Z. Stuart, 
since a Judge of the Supreme Court of Indi- 
ana, was prosecuting attorney for the circuit 
embracing, among others.

At j 
that term of the court, and in that county, a 
prisoner was put upon his trial for passing 
counterfeit bank notes. The proof was direct 
and clear, and the prosecution able.

But the de- 
fendant had a respectable familj-; and the 
jury, although perfectly satisfied of his guilt, 
were loth to convict him. Thej- therefore 
returned into court the following verdict: 

"We, the jury, acquit the defendant BY the 
SKIN OF HIS teeth ; and hope he will do so no 
more, and that his Honor (the Judge) will 
give him one of his best lectures." 

"'Ilis Honor' was the celebrated Judge 
John W. Wright, who was in the habit of 
solemnly lecturing prisoners wliowerebrought 
before him. The defendant was lectureil as 
recommended, and it is believed that he did 
'.so no more.' Al all events, he never again 
had to rely on 'the skin of his teeth,' for an 
acquittal.'

Pilot Knob, Oct. 22. 
A special dispatch to the St. Louis Repub- 
lican says: From reliable parties who wit- 
nessed the fight at Fredericktown yesterday, 
I gather the following particulars: Col. Con- 
lin, with parts of the 21st. S-H and 3f*th Illi- 
nois regiments, the yth Wisconsin. Colonel 
Baker s Indiana cavalry, and Maj. Schoficid s 
battery reached Fre<l>Ticktown at 9 o'clock in 
the morning. At lo'cloi k P. M.he was joined 
by the lull, 1 Tib, and 20tli Illinois, and 400 
cavalry from Cape (iirnrdeau. They then 
advanced in pursuit of the rebels under JeB". 
Thompson and Col. Lowe, who had left the 
placi! 24 hours before, and were reported lobe 
rapidly retreating southward, but about a 
mile from town they discovered the entire 
force of the enemy drawn up in line of battle, 
partly in tho open field and jtartly in the ad- 
joining wood-, with 4 iron eighteen pounders, 
well planted in their front. Maj. SchoBeld 
immediately opened fire, and at the fourth j 
round siUn ed one of the rebel guns. | 

The engagement then l)ecamo general and ' 
lasted about two hours, but after the first half [ 
hour the rebels left the field in disorder and 
took to the woods, closely followed by both | 
our infantry and cavalry. Before leaving the I 
field the rebel Col. Lowe was shot through the 
head and instantly killed. 

JIaj. Gavitt received five bullets while 
leading a charge, thirty yards in advance of 
his command. Capt. Highman w.as killed in 
the same charge. 

Our loss is reported o killed and 5 mortally 
wounded and 20 slightly wounded. The 
enemy's loss is not ascertained, but is supposed 
to be considerable. 

At the last accounts the rebels were in full 
retreat with their baggage trains, and our 
troops were in pursuit.

THE public ffrvice demands that the gal- 
lant men who have tendered their services to 
their State and Government, and are now in 
camp, shall be put into active service ill the 
field at the curliest day possible. 

It is now, therefore, ordered, by the direc- 
tion of the Military Board, that all compa- 
nies, parts of companies, independent, or at- 
tached to any regiment now forming within 
this Commonwealth, not having the mini- 
mum number of privates, (Infantry 04, Cav- 
alry 50.) on the luth day of November next, 
will be brought together and consolidated in- 
to companies with a view to a prompt organ- 
ization of the companies into regiments, ac- 
cording to the provisions of acts of the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the State. 

Orders for con.solidating fractional compa- 
nies will be made with a view as far as may 
be practicable, of associating together men 
enlisted in the same neighborhood. 

All persons authorized to raise companies 
or regiments will report from day to day the 
number of men enlisted by them respectively, 
reporting only such as are actually in camp or 
yunrttrs, and sworn info service. 

The order for consolidatinir the fractional 
companies will be made on the returns from 
recruiting officers, dated lOlh November, 
1801. 

A failure for three consecutive days to re- 
port the number of men in cam]), us directed 
by this order, will be considered as an aban- 
donment of the post by the officer in charge, 
and the authority given him to recruit will 
be at once canceilcd, and another will be as- 
signed to his place. By order.

Proclamation by the Governor. 

AViiKKKAs, the following Act, to-wit: 
Aa act tn raise rmlunteer forces to repel the inva- 
sion of the Slate, and for other purposes. 
h\. Beit enacted hy the General Assembly of the 
CiiVmoniceaUh of Kentucky That as the soil of 
the Sftatc of Kentucky has been invaded by 
armed forces, acting under the autlioiiiy of the 
so-called Confederate States ; therefore', for the 
purpose of repelling said invasion, the Governor 
of the State of Kentucky is hereby directed to 
i.ssue his proclamiftion forthwith, cal'liug out not 
le.ss than forty thousand soldiers, residents and 
citizens of Kentuckv, between the ages of eighV 
teen and forty -five years, to be mustered into the 
service of this Commonwealth lor any term of 
service not less than twelve mouths nor more 
than three years, from the time they were mus- 
tered into service, unless sooner discharged. 

^ 2. That tlu; Governor be, and he is hereby, 
authorized, in order to raise said force, to accept 
of the services of any volunteer companies who 
shall, within three months from the date of hia 
proclamation, tender their services ; and he shall 
commission for that purpose all officers duly elect- 
ed by the companies alorjsaid. necessary and 
proper for the command of such volunteers. 

§ 3. That all volunteer officers, non-commis- 
sioned oflicers, musicians, and privates, whose 
service may be tendered and accepted under the 
provisions of this act, sh.ill be mustered into ser- 
vice at such places of rendezvous in the Con- 
gressional District in which they volunteer as tho 
General in the field shall appoint by his orders; 
and when so mustered into service, shall be then 
and there entitled to receive in advance one 
months pay. to be taken and considered as part 
of their pay. 

^ 4. That the forces to be raised and organ- 
ized, as provided for by this act. shall, whtn 
mustered into service, be under the command of 
the General commanding the State forces in the 
field. 

^ 5. That the Governor be al.so authorized to 
accept the services of fifteen hundred men, in ad- 
dition to the forty thousand men provided for bv 
this act. one thousand to be used as sharp shoot- 
ers and scouts, and five hundred to be used as 
hoi-scinen and scouts, they i'uniisliing their own 
horses : Prodded, That no pcrs^jn shall be iic- 
I cci'ted in this arm of the service unless his skill 
' and capacity have been tested by the General in 
I command, or such officer as he may detail for 
! that purpose : And provided also. That such per- 
j sons shall receive five dollars per month of extra 
pay 

^ 6. That each horseman, for the services of his 
lior.-^e, shall receive five dollars per month, and 
iu case his horse is killed by the enemy, he shall 
be paid the value of the horse, not esceeding one 
hundred and fifty dollars. 

^ 7. That the commander ill the field may or- 
ganize individuals who teniler themselves into 
companies, and such companies as may tender 
themselves into squadrons, Ijattalions, and regi- 
ments, and permit them to elect their officers, 
who shall, when .so elecle<l, be commissioned by 
the Governor on the certificate of the General 
commanding. 

i 8. 'I'hat the Governor is authorized to ac- 
cept the services of squadrons, baitalions, and 
regiments, when tendered as such, and commis- 
sion the oflicers electetl by the squadron-', bat- 
talions, and regiments so organized ; the election 
of officers by any company, battalion, squadron, 
or regiment shall be superintended and conduct- 
ed by any justice of the peace, or judge of the 
county court, who may be called on for that 
purpose ; and such justice or judge shall certify 
to the Military Board the names of the oflicers 
elected, and for what office each is elected, and 
thereupon said Board, if they approve the pro- 
ceedings, shall certify to the Governor the names 
of the oflicers elected, and what office they have 
been rispectively elected to fill, who shall issue 
commissions in conformity to such certificate. 

^ y. That the commanding General shall be 
entitled to appoint and employ such staff officers, 
anil with such rank, as the Inspector General is 
empowered to appoint by the Nth section of the 
:Jd article of the act, entitled "An act for the 
better orsranization of the Kentucky militia," ap- 
proved March 5, 1H60 ; and he shall have the au- 
thority conferred on said Iispcctor General 
by the 10th, 11th. and 12lh sections of said ar- 
ticle of said act. 

^ III. The troops raised under this act shall bo 
organized into squadrons, battalions, regiments.

The Foehng iu EaglaadI Towards tbs Taited 
States. 

Tlip I'aris oorrospumlont of tlie New York 
Hornld, writing under date of Scpti'inbcr 27, 
says : 

As tilings are at present, Ensjland, to the 
intense disa:ust of Napoleon III, will not aet 
overtly against the United Slates. A reverse, 
liovvever. would eliaiiu;e this he?itation, 1 feur. 
to quick action, nnil France wmild succeed in 
her desii;'ns against the giant Kepublic. 

I inclose an article published in the Con- 
.stitutionnel yesterday, /tar ardre '<t' that great- 
est of libi-rals, that "uian of the 24th of De- 
cember," as his admirers dub him— i'ersigny 
— tlint will prove to your readers how just I 
wa.s in concluding at the coniuiencement of 
the present American roliellion that Franco — 
I mean her (iovernnient — was iigain.'t the 
cause of the I'nion. Her otiicial organs teem 
daily with tlie grossest insults to the Ameri- 
can Government and people, and constant 
extracts are made from the re~bel organs in 
London — the Daily Telegraph, a sheet that 
suits its tone to its readers, and the Chronicle, 
which, since its abandonment by I-ouis Na- 
poleon, whom it has served with sense and 
Jiseretion, has become an organ of the Davis 
Confederacy, showing, however, no sense, dis- 
cretion, or good taste in its present career. 
Every few days its Paris correspondent makeii 
the following announcement: 

"I am once again assured that the early re- 
cognition of the independence of the Confed- 
erate Slates of America by Franco may be 
expected, and little doubt is (uitertained in 
these parts that it will be followed, if not ac- 
oompanied, by that of Kngland. Indeed, if I 
am correctly informed, the two jiowers are, at 
this moment, engaged in negotiiitions for the 
purpose of shaping their respective lines of 
policy with respect to the matter. As to 
France, though her demand for cotton is 
nothing like that of Kngland, she is stili in 
such need of the article that she cannot will- 
ingly consent to see the supply of it cut ofl', 
imd she thinks that tlie prompt recognition of 
the Confederate States is the best means of 
bcciiring a continuance of imports." 

This appears in Thursday's Chronicle. Now 
I have good reason to knoW that the said 
journal has no connection whatever with any 
(»tlicial source hen\ aiul that the Paris corres- 
pondent, wlien he makes these assertions, is 
not "assured" any such thing: but he has 
found the experiment succeed, has seen that 
the Paris semi-official press greedily seized 
upon these statements, and make extracts 
from the Ijondon journals, and so he does the 
thing over and over again, to the great joy of 
tlie Piitt'ie, and Cvnsfifn/iunnel, but 1 

to the disgust of tliose who see through the 
phallow farce. The annmincements of the 
tlhronicle and Telegraph about American af- 
fairs are simply bouncers. 

It is a most extraordinary thing to observe 
how the Paris and London journals write 
about (ieneral Fremont's proclamation. They 
were in the habit, when we were pr<jsperou3 
and at peace, of bitterly twitting us about 
"the peculiar institution.'' We were quite 
out of the pale of civilization, our boasted lib- 
erty was a lie; in fact, they could scarcely 
find language energetic enough to express 
their horror of our keeping four millions of 
"fellow beings, of brothers," in bondage. Fre- 
mont now talks of freeing them, and the howl 
is reversed, and we "are void of all sense of 
lienor, of what is due to the rest of mankind, 
of common humanity," by wishing to set free 
those four millions that are yet in bondage. 

The Pays has pulilished the following com- 
municated note. It is as clear as mud, ox- 
cejit that the unfriendly animus is evident: 

"It is believed that Itiissia has concludi^d a 
treaty relative to the right of neutrals with 
the United .States of North AnK-rica, but that 
Kngland and France have thus far nifused te 
enter into such a treaty, and that Prussia is 
in accord with them. 

"I am positively assured that, as far as re- 
gards Prussia, the Pays has made an unfound- 
ed statement, and belfeve the same as regards 
Kngland. The fact is that Russia sliould 
have shown a feeling of good will to the 
United .States has ]irodiiced here « powrrfnl 
fff'c't upon the tiiMnes, who, were they left to 
tlieir own judgments, would be friendly to us. 

"It was feared here tlnit the letter of 
Prince Oortchalcnff would remove in part the 
unfavorable ett'ect prcjdueed by the misrepre- 
sentations of the official press, and so the Pays 
v.-as instructed to insert the note above, which 
but expresses th.at where Russia is for, France, 
England, and Prussia itni against, the Union. 
Tile Pays took an unwarrantable liberty whet) 
it spoke for the others powers. As for France, 
all Americans must know by this time that 
her government is inimical to them. 

"I was conversing upon this sulijeet some 
evenings since with our (.'onsul here. Ills 
oiieluston — having, since his arrival, thor- 
oughly studied the question — is, that 'we 
must prepare to stand against Kurope in de- 
fense of our rights; and tlie more formidable 
are our preparations the more likely will bo 
our success. ' " 

Lyons, KitANrE, Sep. 2-5, 1861. 

A large portion of the population of Lvons 
is composed of weavers. They are estimated 
nt sixty thousand, including, I suppose, the 
families of those who are married men. In 
the surburbs, esjietaally on the northern and 
western sides, one hears the clatter of the 
loom on all hands. 

Alas ! in these days there is much misery in 
Lyons on account of the war in the United 
States. Only think of the fact th:it last year 
(I860) the exports from I^yons to America 
were more than lbO,00().000 francs, while from 
the 1st of January, 1801, up to the first of 
September, eight months, they have but little 
exeeedod 0,000, and it is feared they will not 
reach 10,000 — perhaps not more than 8,0001 
Wa.s there ever any thing like this '.' A large 
liouse engaged in the American trade assures 
me that for some time they Iiave not had a 
single order from the United States. 

Of course the weavers suffer much. Many 
of them are working on half time, and some 
are doing nothing at all. It is remarkable 
that the orders from Germany, Russia, Bel- 
gium, Sweden, and all foreign countries, ex- 
cepting Kngland, have also fallen off this 
vcar — a fact which shows how much the 
dreadful war in America deranges the trade of 
almost the entire civilised world. < 



I3y the way, I may remark that the jour- 
nals" as w^ell as the people of Lyons are 
shockingly ignorant of the causes and pros- 
jiects of the war in the United States ; nor is 
this wonderful when we consider the influence 
the London Times, I^ondon Herald, London 
■Sun, and almost all the other leading papers 
of Kngland, and their tnoutllpiece at Paris 
(Galignaiii's Messenger) have on the French 
press, and indeed the press of the entire con- 
tinent. But they must one day become bet- 
ter enlightened by the "logic of events," if 
not bv the "logic of words.'' W'e must wait 

in patience.

■Vanity Fair's 'War Correspondence. 

My statement that the "Future was big 
with something, " was a forgery. My letters 
have been tampered with. Perhaps it might 
be better, hereafter, for you to have all your 
correspondence written in the back office, as 
the Tribune doiis. 

That, ho%vever, is a circumstance to which 
I will not at present refer. This letter, at all 
events, shall be authentic and truthful. Upon 
my honor ! 

"l havo just had a long talk with John 
Jlinor Botts, whose imitations of my letters 
have produced so mucii laughter among the 
readers of the Tribune. I am not angry 
with John. His correspondence is such an 
evident burlesi|ue of mine, that nobody coiild 
imagine for a moment that he meant to mis- 
lead any one. 

He has given rn<! soine very important in- 
formation concerning all'airs in the rebellious 
districts. 

There arono rebellious soldiers in Virginia, 
and those are only a mob of half starved 
half naked wretches, who always run away; 
and John says tliat he thinks .some of them 
are still running. 

Gen. lieauregard, of whom you may have 
heard, is half starved and half naked like 
the rest. He lately ran away from Rich- 
mond to Manassas Gap, wliere the jioor 
wretch was obliged to erect heavy baltcries. 
for fear the Federal troops should march upon 
him. 

It is by such cowardly acts as these that the 
rebel troops have lost the respect <jf the whole 
Cabinet and army. 

Old Abe has no longer hesitated to avow 
his contempt lor the entire Confederacy. 

Gen. Scott says that if this sort of things 
continue eight or ten months longer, he will 
call on fitly thousand more volunteer.s, and 
fortify Washington and Alexandria, so that 
they will be perlectly safe from any attack. 

As for me, 1 knit my noble brows, fold my 
arms across my manly chest, and chew a good 
deal more tobacco than usual. 

But I say nothing. 

Botts tclis me th.at the rebel army is head- 
ed by a man named Jackson, a brother of the 
assassin of Ellsworth. 

An engagement is expected to occur some- 
where shortly. 

Xothing seems to be known, however, on 
any subject. 

Our jiicket guards were all shot, last night, 
by a party of rebel scouts, supposed to be 
brothers of Jackson, the assassin of Ells- 
worth. 

Professor Lowe s plan have all gone up in 
a balloon. 

Mrs. Lincoln is well ; the report that she 
took paregoric habitually, is unfounded. 

Tliroe secession spies were discovered in the 
basement of my tent, last night. I put up a 
new gallows and turned them oft' this morning, 
in the presence of my gallant zoo-zoos and 
several invited guests, among whom were 
some of the belles of Washington. 

The poor devils died easily and gamely. 
They were said to be brothers of Jackson, the 
assassin of Ellsworth. 

Botts tells me that affairs in Virginia are 
very unsettled. He stayed three months at 
Richmond, and commerce is so dead that grass 
grows in the principal streets. In fact, he 
jiasturcd a cow for some weeks right in front 
of his street door. 

The negroes, he says, are kept busy all the 
time, quelling insurrections among the whites. 
The Tribune has engagi'd Botts as a regular 
correspondent, to tak* the place of Harvey, 
who has been rewarded by a fat foreign mis- 
sion. Alie says that if Gov. Pickens will 
come on to Washington, he will give him the 
consulateof St. Petersburg. There is another 
man applying for that post now, who will 
probably get it. His name is Jackson, and he is 
said to bo a brother of the assassin of Ells- 
worth. 

Scott informs mo, unofficially, that ho is 
very desirous that the rebels shall remove all 
their batteries andcamps fn m Virginia. If 
they persist in keeping them there, he will not 
send a single Northern soldier into that 
State. 

As I ■write, forty thousand Massachusetts 
troops are defiling past my cimp. They 
are returning from a furlough granted them 
in order that tlicy might enjoy a regular 
old fashioned Fourth of July clam -bake at 
home. 

They aro now intended for the defense of 
Washington. 

They were assaulted during their march 
through Baltimore, by a mob, headed by two 
ruffians named Jackson, supposed to be broth- 
ers of the a>sassin of Ellsworth. 

A very brilliant little affair took place near 
Cloud s Mills, the other night. Three of my 
zoo-zoos were out on picket duty, and were 
attacked' by forty of the rebel cavalry. The 
boys bravely stood their ground until assault- 
ed, when each retreated in diti'erent directions, 
but in good order. 

They picked u)! three hundred stand of arms 
and cannon, flass, musical instruments, etc., 
in great quantities which the rebels dropped 
in their flight. One Minnie ritle, encrusted 
with gold and precious stones, bore the name 
of .lackson, a rebel farmerliving in the neigh- 
borhood. The boys were especially anxious 
to catch him, as he h.is been known tt) mal- 
treat Union men in the rebel army, and he is 
also a brother of Jackson, tTie assassin of 
Ellsworth. 

And besides, he is said to carry a very cost- 
ly gold watch, and a good deal of pocket 
money. 

I have just learned that Botts is not to be 
trusted. His washerwoman tells me that 
among the dirty lin< n he sent her was a Se- 
cc^ssion flag that ho had used. I suspect him 
of collusion. 

A messenger has this moment arrived with 
intelligence that Bolts has been detected 
in the act of setting fire to the President s 
wheat field, in front of the White House. I 
have issued an order for his arrest. 

The fire is extinguished, but the wildest ex- 
citement prevails. 

One hundred thousand more volunteers will 
be called for immediately, to insure the safety 
of Washington. 

People are very much blamed by every- 
body. 

Nothing is known. 

I think that something will happen. 

Bianca is ironing a dozen clean havelocks 
for me. 

My men are shaving themselves and black- 
ing their boots preparatory to a grand move- 
ment. 

The newspaper correspondents are holding 
a meeting with closed doors, no gentlemen 
being admitted. Their object is to give ad- 
vice to mo and General Scott, and to have 
their statements of facts agree, if possible, for 
once. 

I am partially intoxicated. 

A mysterious stranger with a slouched hat

TELEGRAPHIC. 

IFrom Correspondence of the Cincinnati Enquirer.] 
Baltimork, Saturday, Oct. I'J. 

Richmond papers of tho 15th have been re- 
ceived here to-day, and contain further ac- 
counts of the ati'air at the mouth of tho Mis- 
sissippi. The following dispatch is dated 
New Orleans, Oct. 14 : 

The expedition under commander Hollins 
consisted of tho Manaxsas, the iron-clad 
marine ballering-ram, with one 04 ])ounder 
Dahlgreen gun; tlie steamer Calhoun, the 
flag-ship, with one 24 pounder and two 18 
pounder Dahlgreen guns; the steamer /ry, 
with an eight inch Z'l pounder, rifled ; the 
steamer ^«r*«OH, with two eight inch columbi- 
ad.s ; the steamer jVrA'ro, with a 04 pounder, 
mounted on a pivot, four cMght inch columbi- 
ads and a 24 pounder, rifled ; the steamer 
Tiiscuriira, with one eight inch columbiad 
and a 'A'l pounder, rifled ; and the cutter /'(c/i- 
en.f, with an eight inch columbiad and four 
24 pound carronades. The blockaders had 
tho liichmund, V'inccnnc.i, Preble, Water 
W'ilch, and the schooner Joseph 11. Toone, in 
all WA guns. 

On Friday night our fleet started from Fort 
Jackson, tlie jl/««(rs.s//.<! leading the way. The 
night was intensely dark, and the Maiinsaas 
Vi\n into a vessel, striking her near the bow 
and cutting into her upward of twenty feet. 
Appalling shrieks were heard aboard the 
doomed ship. Signal rockets were fired, 
the enemy beat to quarters, and a perfect 
iron hail fell upon and around the Manai- 
during which her machinery became de- 
rang('d. 

The Tiocnrora and the ]IV/A?on came up 
with five barges, which had been cut loose \ 
and set adrift on the stream. | 

When the morning came our fleet com- 
menced to pursue the retreating enemy, and i 
a heavy cannonading began, which lasted 
until eight o'clock. Several shots struck the ' 
RieliMoiiil. The shots from the Yanke<'s were 
badly aimed, as they did not touch one of our 
vessels. • I 

Whi'ii the firing ended, the fleet returned t 
to the city, with the prize schooner Jo.ofpA H. I 
Tuuxr, loaded with coal, which had been de- 
serted during the night. \ large quantity of 
lumber, which had been intended for the con- 
struction of a fortification at the head of the 
passage, was burned. 

SECO.VD DlSPATrH. 

The prizes captured were the Joseph H. 
Toune and Laurel, belonging to the Federal 
.steamer Riclitnotid, which latter was laden 
with cutlasses. The vessel sunk was not the 
I'relile, but the Vincennes. Three vessels of 
our expedition arrived on Saturday night. 

The Enquirer has a full account of the fight 
nt Santa Rosa Island. The rebels claim to 
have driven the Wilson Zouaves into Fort 
Pickens, capturing between thirty and forty 
prisoners and a large amount of spoil and 
money, but admits- that their own loss was 
heavy in killed, wounded and prisoners, but 
does not give their numbers. One of the ac- 
counts says : 

The Zouaves were taken almost completely 
by surprise, but as soon as they recovered 
fought desperately. At times, however, they 
acted rather cowardly, but upon the whole 
gave us some pretty warm work. 

W'e finally succeeded in driving them into 
Fort Pickens, killing quite a number of them, 
and taking some thirty or forty prisoners and 
a lot of camp equi|)nge and other trophies. 
Some of our men have brought away money, 
hats, caps, guns, swords, pistols, and pieces of 
Billy's standard. 

One men acted with great coolness, and, 
having accomi>lished the object of our mis- 
sion, we returned to the mainland. As we 
did so, we found that the balance of the regi- 
ment was advancing to reinforce us, but find- 
ing us coming back, they also returned to the 
camp. 

Our loss has been very .severe. Among the 
killed are Lieutenant L. A. Nelms, of the 
McDuffin Rifles, of Warrenton, and Aid to 
Col. Jackson : Joseph H. Adams and Fred 
Cooke, of the Clinch Rifles, and J. Stanton, 
of the Irsh Volunteers. 

The Enquirer has the following important 
paragraphs : 

Scmie of our Southern exchanges announce 
the sailing from Charleston, and consequently 
the breaking of the blockade of the Con federate 
States, by thesteamship Nasln-ille, for Europe, 
having on board Messrs. Mason and Slidell, 
our Ministers to England and France. We 
have the very best authority for saying that 
the Niislirille. is still in Charleston harbor, and 
our Ministers did not sail in that vessel. 

General Wise is reported worse, and his 
case, considered as critical. 

Calvin Jiu.son, a nephew by marriage of 
Secretary Seward, died at Kichniond on Mon- 
day. 

The Enquirer says that the original under- 
ground railroad is again open and making 
their trips weekly. 

Tho Ellsworth Zouaves, captured at New- 
port News, have arrived at Richmond. R. 

AVasuinoton, Oct. 21. 

The following telegram from Gen. Stone's 
command has been received at headquarters: 
" A galbml reconnoissance was made early 
this morning by Major Wise, of Van .Vllen's 
Cavalry, and Capt. .Stewart, Assistant Adju- 
tant-General, from Edward s Ferry, towards 
Le< sburg, with thirty cavalry. They came 
upon the Fourteenth Mississippi Regiment 
and received their fire at thirty yards, and re- 
turned it with their jiistols and foil back in 
order, bringing one prisoner. " 

We have from the Virginia side of Ed- 
ward's Ferry, additional accounts — say up to 
8 o'clock to-day. Gen. Stone had held his 
own there, though his comparatively small 
force on the island is engaged with some 4,000 
of the enemy. A subsequent disp:itch, re- 
ceived late this at'tornoon, says Gen. Evans 
has fiMir field-pieces and three pieces masked 
and about 4,000 men. A ])ri-oner says the 
rebel commander has 4,0'jO rebel troops and 
expects reinforcements. 

Gen. Stone bcdieved ho could occupy Lees- 
burg to-day and hold it. 

On careful exatninatiini it is found that the 
sum of $4 (O.OOO was sent to England and 
.$400,000 more is to be sent in thirtv davs ; in 
all less than Sl.OOOiOOO, to purchase clothes 
to bo m;i(b' up in this country to meet the 
jiressing wants of our soldiiTs in the field un- 
til our manufacturers can supply the goods 
so much needed. The greatest care was ex- 
ercised in the selection of agents to execute 
the order. In connection with the fact that 
payment has been suspended on the debts 
created in tho Department of the West, it is 
stated that the Invi'stigaling Committee ap- 
pointed by Congress to inijuire into all con- 
tracts, now in session at St. Louis, have in 
their exaniinatiiui discovered great irregulari- 
ty and extravagance in the public expendi- 
tures. In view of all the cirtaimstances, it is 
apparent that the Administration will yield 
to tho necessity of completely reorganizing 
the entire department, to accomplish which 
Gen. Fremont will be transferred or assigned 
to .some other duty. 

The President and his constitutional advi- 
sers are determined that that department of 
the service shall be managed with prudence 
so far as they can exercise tho power to control 
it. While the steps necessary to be taken 
may afl'ect the standing or position of some 
few individuals, it is considered better that 
such changes should be made rather than that 
the great interest 'at stake shoukl suffer by 
hesitation or inaction on the part of the Gov- 
ernment. Tho Commissioner of Patents has 
decided not to extend on McCormick's appli- 
cation for an extension of his reaper patent 
of 1847. 

A Government construction train advanced 
on the London and Hampshire railroad to-day 
a mile and a half beyond Falls Church, find- 
ing the road that far iu good cunditiou. 



The rebel ]iickets were seen to-day on the 
Leesburg turnpike a mile beyond our out- 
posts. 

A foraging party from Sen. Smith's divi- 
sion advanced to within a short distance ot 
Vienna. They captured about sixty loads of 
bay and 220 bushels of oats. Everything in 
that section is reported quiet. 

A Court of Inquiry has been ordered at 
the request of Commander Pope, of the 
Brooklyn, for the escape of the privateer 
Sunipter, while he was blockading the Mis- 
sissippi. 

Hudson, Mo., Oct. 20. 

A messenger reports that a scouting party 
from Cameron, numbering 100, have been 
taken prisoners by some liOO rebels, at JIc- 
Cabell, Caldwell county. 400 of the Federal 
troops at Cameron were ready to march to 
their rescue when the train left. Another 
party of from 400 to .'iOO rebels was in Carroll 
county, and had captured 17 of Col. Morgan's 
men. Morgan had started in pursuit. 

Sykacuse, Mo., Oct. 20. 

Maj. .Scott, of Gen. Sigel's staff, from War- 
saw yesterday, states that definite and satis- 
factory inform.ation had been received at 
Gen. Sigel's camp that Gen. Price broke up 
his camp in Cedar county, where he arrived 
last Sunday week, and where, it is said, he 
would stand and give battle, and continued 
his retreat to the Arkansas line. 

Boston, Oct. 21. 
The Bangor Times publishes an extract 
from a letter dated Barbadoes, Sept. 2-5, stat- 
ing that tho privatctr .Sumter h:is been cap- 
tured by the V. S. steamer Powhattan. Let- 
ters from parties in Barbadoes, however, of 
Sept. 28, received, make no mention of the 
report. 

Terre Haute, Oct. 21. 

Two or three companies of the 4<1d Indiana 
regiment stationed at Camp Vigo near this 
city, under command of their Colonel, enter- 
ed the city this evening and proceeded to the 
office of the .Journal and Democrat, and in a 
short time demolished everything. They then 
proceeded to some private houses and served 
them in the same manner. 

The citizens are organizing to proceed to 
take the camp. There is great excitement. 

"Washington, Oct. 21. 

There are ri mors of a b;ittle in progress 
near Leesburg. No particulars are given. 
The Federal troops are known to be entrench- 
ed on an island in the river near that point. 
Foragins parties of Federal troops daily ven- 
ture as far as Mt. Vernon. Tho rumor of 
Fremont's removal is revived to-day. 

Washington, Oct. 21. 

A writ of habeas corpus was served yester- 
day by a city lawyer on Provost Marshal 
Porter. The President having instructed the 
Marshal of the District not to serve such 
writs (the District being practically under 
martini law ) the lawyer was promptly arrest- 
ed, and District Judge Merrick, before whom 
the writ was returnable, bad been placed un- 
der the surveillance of the authorities and his 
pay stopped. 

^Special to the Hcrald.l 

The Government sent down tho Potomac 
to-night two steam tugs for the purpose of 
bringing up a number of vessels loaded with 
government stores. They intend to pass the 
rebel batteries in the night. 

The Navy Department to-day notified the 
War Department and also a number of gen- 
tlemen who have vessels now below the bat- 
teries, afraid to venture up, that after to-mor- 
row they will be able to bring up nil the ves- 
sels. How it is to be done the Department 
does not state. 

A dispatch was received to-day from Gen. 
Rosecrans, dated "Camp Tompkins, near 
Gauley Bridge," where ho has been encamp- 
ed for .some time." He reports everything 
quiet. Tho rebels, it appears, are falling back 
from their position, and frmii the best infor- 
mation which can be obtained of their move- 
ments, they are concentrating in very large 
force below, to co-operate with General 
Johnston, who has separated from Beaure- 
gard. 

IWorld's Di.«pfttch.l 
Rumors have prevailed that Fairfax ha.s 
been evacuated, and it is so announced in this 
evening's Star, but information from the ad- 
vanced lines shows it to be incorrei.'t. On the 
contrary the indications aro that the rebids 
are in larg» force in the rear of Fairfax, and 
aro reinforcing the rebel army at Leesburg. 

[Times' Dispatch.] 
It was erroneously reported to-day that 
.lOO rebels crossed from their batteries to the 
Maryland shore, between Shipjiing Point and 
Evansport, made a reconnoissance, and re- 
turned. The fact is, there was only a small 
party of 40 or 50, ■who were hasty in their 
movements. There is no possibility of the 
rebels efl'ecting a crossing on the Maryland 
shore. 

■Washington, Oct. 22. 
The Harriet Lane arrived up from Indian 
Head last night. She reports new batteries 
have been erected at Mathias' Point. The 
Freeborn and Island Belle in making a re- 
connoissance at that point yesterday threw 
some shot into the woods, and the fire was re- 
turned by a new battery of eighteen heavy 
guns. 

Immediately thereupon, the woods and un- 
derbush were cleared away, exposing the lat- 
teries to view. Vessels in passing are obliged 
to hug the Maryland shore and are exposed 
to a fire from a distance of some four or five 
miles in doubling the Point. No vessels pa.s- 
sed down the river last night, and it was not 
known that any canie up. 

River men report that the rebels havo a 
number of gun and longboats concealed in 
the creeks and inlets between Acquia Creek 
and Occoquan bay, and that they are busy 
building launches, either with a view to 
cross into Maryland or to seize vessels com- 
ing up. The report, however, needs con- 
firmation. 

The rumor that a number of vessels bound 
down had been taken by the rebels is un- 
founded. 

Reliable accounts from the upper Potomac 
this morning state that our troops had return- 
ed to their position in far better order than 
was anticipated and held the Virginia side of 
the Potomac. 

Judge Merrick to-day sent a letter to his 
brother judges of the Circuit Court relative 
to his arrest. Soldiers guard him in his own 
house a prisoner. 

St. Louis, Oct. 22. 
General Todd has been assigned to the 
command of the Federal forces in North 
Missouri. 

"Washington, Oct. 21. 

It is st.ated that Thompson Brothers, bank- 
ers of New York, h.ive made arrangements 
through their agents here to dispose of a large 
amount of Treasury notes for the Govern- 
ment. 

General Stone crossed the Potomac this 
morning with one portion of his command at 
Edwards' Ferry and the other at Harrison's 
Island. Skirmishing began between the en- 
emy, in uncertain numbers, and a part of 
General Stone's command, as early as 9 
o'clock in the morning, and continued with- 
out much eft'ect until 5 o'clock in the after- 
noon, when large reinforcements of the ene- 
my appeared on our right, which was com- 
manded by Col. Baker. 

The United States forces engaged were 
about 1,800, and were attacked by a force sup- 
posed to be 5.000 or 0,000. At this juncture 
Col. Bakc!r foil at the head of his brigade, 
while gallantly cheering on his men to the 
eontiiet. Immediately, as he fell, he dis- 
patched Major Young to General Stone at 
Leesburg to appriso him of the uouditiou of 



aft'air.s, and Gen. Stone proceeded in person 
towards the right to take command, but in 
the confusion created by tho fall of Col. Baker, 
the right wing sustained a repulse with con- 
siderable loss. Gen. Stone reports that the 
left wing retreated in gook order. He will 
nold the approaches thereto. Strong rein- 
; rcements will bo sent forward to General 
Stone during the iiiglrt. 

The remains of Col Baker were removed to 
Poolesvillo, and will be brought to this city 
on AV edncsday. 

FoKT Monroe, Oct. 22. 
A heavy gale which has prevailed lias 
somewhat retarded the preparations for the 
great expedition. The gale is now moderat- 
ing. 

Two hundred and fifty men of the Massa- 
chusetts battalion, who were sent out from 
Newport News this morning for fuel, were 
attacked by the rebels, but stood their ground. 
Tho 1st and 7th New York regiments had 
"t>een sent out to support them when tho 
steamer loft Old Point. 

AV'AsniNOToN, Oct. 22. 
The Court to-day made an order citing 
General Porter to appear and show cause 
why he bad ordered the arrest of Judge 
Merick and others obstructing the course of 
justice. 

A special to the Post says: Flag-officer 
f>aven has just arrived here from the lower 
Potomac. He reports that tho river is at last 
effectually closed, tho rebel batteries com- 
manding it at every point below Washing- 
ton. 

Gen. Harney still remains in this city, but 
it is reported that he will soon bo assigned to 
active service. 

Tkrrk Haute, Oct. 22. 
The report of last evening regarding the 
mob does great injustice to Col. Geo. K. 
Stealy, of the 43d regiment. He was not in 
the city, and the moli was under the com- 
mand of subalterns. The Colonel denounces 
the affair in unmeasured terms, and has issued 
a general order that lie will render all tho as- 
sistance to the civil authorities to ferret out 
tho ringleaders, and will also call a court of 
inquiry to bring tho offenders to the extreme 
penalty of their crimiw. The Jonrnal office 
was entirely demolished, as well as the night 
houses of ill fame that have long been the 
curse of tho city and [a temptation to sol- 
diers. 

PfLOT Kxon, Oct. 22. 

Tho following dispatch was received and 
forwarded to headquarters, at St. Louis : 

Field of Battle, Fredrr'iektotvn, Oct. 22.— 
In connection with Col. Plumer s command, 
we have routed the rebels of Thompson and 
Lowe, estimated at 5,000. Their loss was 
heavy, ours small, and confined principally to 
the 1st Indiana cavalry. We captured four 
heavy guns. Lowe, the rebel leader, was 
killed. Major (Joritt and Capt. Hyman, of the 
Indiana cavalry, were killed in a charge on a 
Cattery. 

The /command of Col. Plumer, referred to 
above, was on Friday morning last ordered 
forward by (ien. Grant from Cape Girar- 
deau, with instructions to move towards 
Frederiirktown and cut off tho retreat of 
Thompson and Lowe's army. 

This force consisted of Marsh's and the 8th 
Illinois regiment, a section of Taylor's bat- 
tery, and Stewart & Sobernian's cavalry, all 
from Cairo; also a part of Plumers llth 
Missouri, a part of Ross' 21st Illinois, and a 
section of Campbell s battery, all from Cape 
Girardeau. The force from this jioint was 
composed of the o8th Illinois, Col. Carlins ; 
32d lllinoi.s. Col. Hovey ; 21st Illinois, Col. 
Alexander; 8th Wisconsin, Col. Murphy; 
1st Indiana cav.alry. Col. Baker; and Capt. 
Hawkins' Independent Missouri cavalry, 
and four 0 pounders and two 24 pounders 
under Major SchoUeld of 1st Missouri light 
infantry. 

PTIlI.ABELrHIA, Oct. 22. 
The death of Col. Baker has created intense 
excitement in this city. Flags are spread at 
half mast, and the greatest anxiety pre- 
vails to hear further details of the engage- 
ment, among the relatives of the California 
regiment, which is composed mainly of Phila- 
del])liia ns. 

The V . S. Circuit Court has commenced the 
trial of Walker AV. Smith, who was captured 
on board the schooner. Six of the jury have 
been selected. 

Cincinnati, Oct. 22. 
A courier who arrived from Camp Dick 
Robinson, reports it fight ■\'esterdav between 
Zollicoffor and 0,000 or 7,()00 men," and Col. 
Garrard and 1,200 men at Camp AV'ildcat, 
Zollicoffor made three different attacks and 
was each time repulsed with considerable loss. 
The Federal loss was 4 killed and 20 wound- 
ed, Tho courier met reinforcements of one 
regiment and artillery on tho way. 

F'S^Thc Louisville Democrat, of the 19th, 
stated that Jack Allen liad returned homi, 
taken the oath of allegiance to the United 
States Government, and pledged himself to 
remain at home, and to do nothing in conflict 
with the duties of a loyal citizen. \V"o pre- 
sume there is a mist.'ike in this. Ho has not 
returned. — Shelby Xcws.

5. ResoUed, That the patriotism' of every 
Kentuckian is invoked, and is eonfidentlv re- 
lied upon to give active aid iu the defense of 
the Coinrnon wealth. 

Have this day been passed by both Houses of 
the General Assembly of the Commonwealth 
of Kentucky, the Governor's objections thereto 
to the contrary notwitlij-tandiiig, and arethere- 
forethe law of tho land, I do hereby issue this 
my proclamation, enjoiningall officers and citi- 
zens of this State to render obedience to all

ture may be faithfully etl'eeted. The said act 
of the General Assembly is as follows: 

Renolittionft jprovidinrj for the pencf n»d quiet of 
the cttizrnx of this Comiiiunwenltk. 

Whekeas, The pcojile of Kentucky have, 
from the beginning, ardently desired and still 
cherish the hope thatthey m'ay not he involv- 
ed in the unnatural, prevaiiing civil strife 
that Kentucky is now, as she ever has been, 
willing, and ready to interpose her friendily 
mediation in adjusting terms of peace and re- 
conciliation alike honorable and just to all; 
but as her wishes to mediate and restore har- 
mony may not avail at present, and it is de- 
sirable that tho people in the meantime, 
should act in harmony, and be at peace 
among themselves, so "that if they shall ba 
involved in war, they will as tar as" possible, 
relieve and palliate its calamities; therefore 

Resolved by the General Assembly of the 
Commonveal h of Kentucky, That if collision* 
between hostile armies shall take place with- 
in our territory, that it is most earnestly re- 
commended to the people of Kentucky not 
to engage in said strife amongst themselves^ 
on account of ditTerences ofpolitieul opinions; 
that it is the duty of the people to bo obedi- 
ent to the civil autlroritie.*, and respect in 
times of var as well ns peace, all the rights 
guaranteed to every citizen by the Constitu- 
tion and laws of the land, that all good citi- 
zens however thc^y mavdifl'er in political opin- 
ions, shoubl unite in protecting each other in 
their rights, of life, liberty, and property, 
against all and every invasion thereof by un- 
lawful raids, mobs, marauding bands or other 
evil disposed per.sons, and aid the civil au- 
thorities in arresting all such persons and 
bringing them before the courts for trial. 

ResiiU-ed, That we, the Kejjreseiitatives of 
the present General Assembly hereby pledge 
ourselves to a strict ob.servanee of the foregV 
ing resolutions, and earnestly recommend » 
like observance by all the people of the State 
of Kentucky.''
